Conclusions Of Two-Day 
Meeting Made Available 
Through Farm Advisor 


The conclusions and recommenda- 
tions of a two-day farm economics 
conference held in the county last 


Thursday and Friday, have been com- 
piled by the Farm Advisor and art 
avallable for public distribution 
mimeograph form. 

The conference was arranged by the 
Agricultural Extension Service of the 
University of California and called to- 
gether forty-five of the prominent 
farmers of the county to meet as a unit 
and later to separate into four groups | 
to consider the general problem under 
the classification of Soils and Land 
Use; Water Supply, Irrigation and 
Drainage; Farm Management and Or- 
ganization, Including Labor; and Mar- 
Keting and Credit.

The City of San Francisco and the 
Forty-Niner, Northwestern-Union Pa- 
cific-Southern Pacific operated, show- 
ed $1,069,206 gross, net earnings of 
$1.56 per train mile, or 58.5 per cent. 

The Daylight trains of the Southern 
Pacifici running between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, showed $1,580,871 
gross, with a net earning of $3.21 per 
train mile, or 69.3 per cent.

DRIVER “INCOMPETENT” 
WINS OPERATOR'S 
LICENSE 


SACRAMENTO, ‘U’—John M. Blod- 
gett of Red Bluff today won his fight 
to have his driver’s license restored de- 
the fact that he is considered 
mentally incompetent by the federai 
government. 

Attorney General U. S. Webb ruled 
that mental incompetency, as defined 
by law, can not legally ban a person 
from driving an automobile in the 
state. This ruling upheld the decision 
of a special board which considered 
Blodgett’s case and recommended that 
a Tehama county superior court ap- 
pointment of a guardian for his person 
and property on March 29 should not 
affect his driving status. 

At the hearing, it was brought out 
that Blodgett voluntarily had _ the 
guardian appointed to secure a fed- 
eral pension because of a brain in- 
jury. Motor Vehicle Director Ray In- 
eels decided it was not logical for a 
man ruled incompetent and requiring 
a guardian to be permitted to drive a 
car. Ingels requested the opinion from 
the attorney general.

The farmers and ranchers are urg- 
ed to adopt all practical methods of 
erosion control and prevention. 

A study should be made to deter-

prevention and control. 

It is recognized that there is a 
lack of information in this county as 
to what constitutes an adequate area of 
land en which a family might reason- 
ably expect to make a living.
